The 
drniown mines of feldspar and mica 
in Canda, and transport these m ater­ 
ials to E ast LIv erpiKil. 
It has ht>en 
found th a t the land In Ecorse con­ 
tains a fine quality of clay. These 
three m aterials are the main sut» - 
Btances In the m anufacture of crockery 
ware and china. The tlrm proposes to 
remov e Its headquarters to the De­ 
troit riv er, and there receiv e Its Cana­ 
dian supplies. 
If the neifutiatlons ti" 
through, the firm will erect a plant 
consisting of a main brick bulldiny: 
two and one-half stories In height, 
and empU» y 5.1 hands 
It Is probable 
th a t three other china and eroekerv 
m anufacturing tlrms In E ist Liv er­ 
pool will follow the example of the 
Arm and locate on the Detroit riv er 
front.” 
There Is pr(» bably nothing whatev er 
In the story. O ther stories of similar 
import hav e been circulated and came 
to naught. 
Ills a known fact that 
m anufacturing potters hav e no desire 
to mov e from an established potting 
community. 
Inquiry was made In the 
clt? today, but no one seemed to 
know of » any plants th a t were con­ 
tem plating remov al. One manufac­ 
turer laughed at the Idea, and said he 
knew of no concern so foolish as to 
mov e from this place to the best 
gMund th a t could be found on the 
Detroit riv er.

Following are the rules that will 
govern the 
primary 
election 
on 
March 2*. 
Bach candidate for nomination fur 
a county office shall, ob or befora the 
23 day of February, ISM, hand In bis 
name and pay $10 to the county 
executive 
committee, 
who 
shall 
thereupon cause to be printed, bv the 
lowest bidder, such number of official 
tickets as they shall deem necessary 
fur the purposes of the primary clee 
tion. Such tickets shall have printed 
on them the names of all the cand! 
dates; and in case of any candidate 
for a second term, such fact shall bt 
Indicated in connection with 
the 
name of such candidate. 
None other 
than the official ticket shall be voted 
at the primary election. 
Bach township and city committee 
shall designate the place of holding 
the primary election In its township 
or city, and when oaceesarjt divide the 
township or ward Into precincts, and 
In th a t case designate the persons to 
hold the election and act as Judges in 
each precinct, and In each case of such 
division the precinct, name of Judg* 
and place of holding election In each 
township shall be published in sonic 
Ucpubllcun newspaper. 
All voting shall be done by ballot 
The Judges shall keep a record of all 
the names of voters and return the 
same with the tally sheets and tickets 
to the ratifying convention, and the 
votes shall be-couuted aud the results 
announced as in other elections. 
The 
poll books and tally sheet, containing 
the names of all persons voting at such 
primary elections, duly certltied bv the 
judges and clerks of each precinct, 
shall be returned to the county cen­ 
tral committee 
within three days 
from the holding of such primary 
election, and no tabulated return or 
abstract of votes cast In any precinct 
shall be received or submitted by said 
county central com rn lite or ratifying 
convention unless accompanied 
b> 
such poll book and tally sheet. 
There shall be no voting by proxy. 
None but known Republicans shall 
be permitted to vote at this election 
Each voter shall be permitted to 
vote In bls own township, ward or 
precinct and no other place.
